T he re is. of 
course a d ifference in the price, the 
packers hid es being highe r tha n

country ones. This is not because the 
pa cke r is in any kind of trust for the 
purp ose of fix ing the price of hid es. 
Brices of hid es a re re gula te d by the 
d e m a nd for leather, the t a nne r not 
c a ri ng to 
w hom 
the hid e belongs 
P a c k e rs hid es are m or e valua b le t ha n 
the countr y hid es because they are 
m or e skillfully ha nd le d a nd can be 
d epe nd e d up on to scale up to s t a nd ­ 
ard . C ountry bid es are often removed 
by unskilled b utc he r s who lack ex - 
perlence and the hid es a r e f r e q ue nt ­ 
ly scored or cut in suc h a way as to 
ca use a d epreciati on in value. The 
highe r the quali ty of the beef stem* 
t he less valuab le the hid e. 
A question that will have to be d e­ 
cid ed pretty soon is to feed or not to 
feed . With corn at the p resent high 
level it will t a k e good feed ing 
to 
ha nd le catt le and hogs and show anv 
t hi ng for the la b or of ha nd li ng the 
stock. \\ hen cat tie and hogs sell ne a r 
6 cents and corn is worth 4 5 cents a 
bushel, the op era tion will 
usually 
w ork out with som e profit. But re­ 
verse the prices and p ut 60 or 65 c 
corn, which the now crop will likely 
sell for, into 6c stock and the profit 
will not be so easy to reach. Much d e­ 
pend s upon the m an who 
ha nd le s 
the stock. One m a n m ay show a gain 
while a not he r will lose. We believe 
in feed ing w he n od d s a re not. too 
heavy aga ins t it b ut this is a season 
when it will ta k e good w ork to m a k e 
the opera tion show profit above the 
selling price of corn.
